ALLEGED INJUSTICE,

Undercurrent of Stiffen- 
ing Determination To 
Demand Ratification of 
Alleged Wrong Is Noted.

Berlin, April 29.—Chancellor Lu- 
ther has pledyed Germany and Presi- 
dent-elect von Hindenburg to peace 
and has put the next European move 
np to the allies with demands rela- 
tive to the occupied areas and allied 
dissatisfaction regarding Germany's 
disarmament. 

The chancellor's 
day, made within 24 hours of his 
interview. with Hindenburg, can be 
read as a statement of the veteran 
soldier's volicies. Not until the al- 
lies withdraw their troops and tech- 
nicians from Gerinan soil can Europe 
begin real moral, political and eco- 
nomic reconstruction, Luther warned 
the, world. 

Throughout the speech, there was 
an undercurrent of stiffening deter- 
mination to seek what Berlin regards 
as justice ‘rem the allies. while 
simultaneously endeavoring to insure 
the peace of tie cld world by push 
ing the security pact to conclusion. 

Injustice Still Exists. - 

«The injustice done to Germany 
still exists,” Luther told his business- 
men hearers. “We have waited for 
nearly three mouths and a half for 
substantiated justification of the non- 
evacuation of Cologne, which the al- 
lies promised, but did not produce. 
The government often has pointed 
out the incompatibility of applying 
reprisals without allowing Germany 
to justify herself nor to answer the 
accusations bruug:i azainst her. 

“We are, compelled to expect: that 
the allies wili hesitate no ou .

‘This will he of 
material aid in sélving many prob- 
lems faced by southern states, and the 
executives will be in a position to give 
expert advice concerning pertinent 
questions. 

Service Is Keynote. 

“It is our purpose to be of the 
greatest service possible to the states 
we serve,’ Dr. M. L. Brittain presi- 
dent of Georgia Tech and leader at 
the conference, said Wednesday night.

The president of Germany, as in 
this country, is technically com- 
mander-in-chief of the armed forces, 
and yet he cannot declare war, nor 
conclude peace or make treaties. 
These functions are vested in the 
reichstag. 

Germany has universal suffrage 
of all persons 20 years of age and 
older. The balloting is secret, and 
all elections must be held on Sun- 
days or other holidays. 

It is clear that General Von Hinden- 
burg, the newly-elected president, 
has in reality little constitutional 
power to put into effect any royalist 
views, even should he entertain 
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any, which he disclaims. The Ger- 
man legislative branch, which 
overwhelmingly republican, is the 
real authority in Germany under its 
present constitution.

FURTHER TAX CUTS. 

The treasury reports that income 
tax receipts for. the first nine 
months of the present fiscal year— 
up to March 31, 1925—were $1,- 
299,850,000 as compared to §$1,- 
408,000,000 during the same period 
of the preceding fiscal year. 

This is remarkable in the light of 
the fact that in March, 1924, the 
rebate of 25 per cent in income 
taxes had not gone into effect, and 
payment in the first quarter of 1924 
had to be made on the old law basis. 

These figures, therefore, indicate 
a surplus on June 30, 1925, of 
$100,000,000 as against an an- 
ticipated surplus, as estimated by 
the. treasury department, of only 
$68,000,000. 

Next year’s surpluS,.based upon 
the same ratio of incomes, will 
probably exceed $400,000,000. It is 
} easy, therefore, to see that congress 
next winter can easily cut income 
taxes another $300,000,000 as a 
minimum. The president, the treas- 
ury and the chairman of the house 
ways and means committee are al! 
committed to such a cut. 

It is hoped that in any reductions 
agreed upon all income tax payers 
may fairly and equitably benefit, and 
that politics may not prevent a re- 
casting of the surtaxes along scien- 
tific lines so that the transfer of 
money from exempt securities into 
productivity may be stimulated 
rather than discouraged.

Editor Constitution: The Georgia 
Railway and Power company recently 
filed its annual report for the year 
1924 .as required with the Georgia 
public service commission. Newspa- 
per comments on thee 1924 earnings 
of the company as reported were mis- 
leading, not by intention, I am sure, 
bnt due to misundersfSnding of the 
figures. For example, one news story 
had the following headline, “$5,024.- 
<48 net made by trolley company in 
1924.” The amount stated in the 
headline just quoted as the “net” 
made by the trolley company in 1924 
is more thar the total gross money 
receipts of the street railway (or 
trolley company) from passenger 
fares during the year 1924. 

The amount in the headline re- 
ferred to of $5,024.548 is the total 
amount that was left from all the 
operations of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company—electrie light 
and power, gas, street railroad and 
steam heat—after payment of the op- 
erating expenses or out of pocket 
money costs of furnishing the various 
services. This sum of $5.024,548 was 
the balance left from the combined 
business of the company for the year 
1924 and was less than 5 per cent on 
the value of the combined pronerties 
used in serving the public. So the 
cumpany failed hy more than % per 
cent to earn tlre 8 per cent which the 
public service commission of Georgia 
has decided it is entitled to earn on 
the fair value of its property. 

Out of this sum had to be. paid 
rentals, interest on bonds, interest on 
borrowed money, sinking fund pay- 
ments under mortgages and all fixed 
charges. 

In the company’s report as filed 
the net revenue of the street railroad 
for the year 1924 amounted to $451.,- 
414.47. That statement means that 
after paying the operating costs or 
out of pocket money cost of the street 
railroad service in 1924 the street 
railroad only had left $451,414.47 
which was less than 2 per cent on 
the value of the street railroad prop- 
erty used in furnishing the service 
to the public.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 
FOR MIAMI SOUGHT 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 29.—A 
voluminous bill to amend and _ re- 
enact the charter of the city of Miami 
was introduced in the senate this 
morning by John W. Watson, of the 
thirteenth district.

The growth of Atlanta depends on 
2 constantly increasing, adequate. de- 
pendable supply of transportation. 
electric light, electric power, gas, and 
steam heat. No one disputes the 
truth of that statement. It requires 
millions of dollars of new money ev- 
ery year to supply the necessary in- 
creased service demanded by the pub- 
lie. How can this company, charged 
with the responsibility of furnishing 
these services. continue fo develop 
and incroase the supply of these es- 
sential services yearly, unless; its 
présent- investment, as well as future 
investment necessary to supply the 
demands of the public for increased 
service, is permitted to earn the fair 
ieturn the law fixes? 

The only way to insure the pros- 
perity an-l growth of the community 
is to’ keep the public service compa- 
nies prosperous by allowing them 
rates that permit them to earn the 


fixes. This is necessary in the pub- 
lic interest because unless the present 
street riilroad investment earns a 
fair return, more money cannot be 
borrowed, and without new money 
no increase in the service can be fur- 
rished. 

No community can grow and pros- 
per unless its public utilities are 
rrosperous and able to expand, any 
more than a city can grow and pros- 
per without an increasing adequate 
supply of water or any other essen- 
tial of life. A coramnnity that starves 
its public utilities stunts and stops its 
ewn growth. Atlanta would grow 
end prosper much fatter if the peo- 
ple would insist that their utilities 
be not starved.

Mr. Chairman and Friends: Forest con- 
servation, reforestation and constructive for-

We cannot overestimate its direct impor- 
tance to every individual—I mean impor- 
tance in measuring the material welfare of 
the state as a whole, and of every indi- 
vidual who must go forward or backward 
as the state does. 

There are many beautiful sentiments at- 
tached to the trees, and to all plant - life. 
The esthetic side of the problem appeals 
to us, but it is as a cold-blooded business 
proposition that I want to discuss the sit- 
uation. 

It'is as solemn a duty, as imperative «xs 
that of putting progress ahead of reaction, 
that I call upon the Georgia legislature to 
redeem its past record of indifference and 
misunderstandings and prejudices regarding 
proposed forestry legislation, and establish 
a definite forestry policy, and show ‘that 
Georgia can always rise to the Big oppor- 
tunity, and master it with unfaltering pro- 
gressiveness, and with keen business acu- 


men, 
Richest Heritage Wasted. 

God Almighty gave to the southeastern 
States as rich a heritage in an outstanding 
natural resource, its vast areas of forests. 
and particularly its yellow and slash and 
loblolly pine areas—as that given to any sec- 
tion of the world in rich minerals and mines 
of precious stones. The great gold areas 
of the Rocky Mountain states, and of the 
Sierras; the oil fields of Oklahoma and 
Texas; the copper fieltis of Montana and the 
northwest—none of these ever equaled the 
richness of the pine belt. The gold and 
copper veins run out. The pockets ef crude 
oil go dry. But God intended the rich fields 
of yellow pine to go on and on forever. 
And so they should. Years ago, however. 
the commercialization of the pine tree de- 
veloped into a heartless, senseless. short- 
sighted policy of vandalism. Hundreds of 
millions of dollars in Georgia’s richest heri- 
tage were thus sacrificed to ruthless and in- 
excusable waste. 

As in Georgia, so in other states. Today 
this, the richest section in a great natural 
resource in all of America, has seen its for- 
ests denuded without a proper and adequate 
perpetuation as intended by nature. _ The 
organized commonwealth—the state govern- 
ment—has looked on and permitted it. It 
has been in a measure a party to the crime. 
and it'is a crime, by not adopting long arco 
a pclicy of fire protection and conserva- 
tion, and of teaching and encouraging forest 


perpetuation. 

Shall we continue such a crime? Noa! 
It is not too late to reclaim much of the 
lost territory. It is never too late to cur- 
rect an error and profit by a mistake.

It is an important factor in the cost of 
living of every individual. Further than 
this, the wood-producing and woeod-using in- 
dustries of the south, in all their ramifica- 
tions, are of such importance that their se- 
rious curtailment or depression would dis- 
astrously affect the prosperity of the en- 
tire section. 

The capital invested in lumber and plan- 
ing mill operations, wooden furniture ‘nan- 
ufacturing, wooden box manufacturing and 
rosin and turpentine production amount to 
approximately “a billion dollars. And this 
enormous figure takes no account of the 
multitude of other industries using wood 
alone or wood in combination with other ma- 
terials, such as agricultural implements, 
cars and vehicles of all kinds. Nor do 
they take account of the building industry 
in which wood is a most important factor. 
They are sufficient to show, however, that 
the industries directly dependent on the 
maintenance of: southern wood production 
are of such magnitude as to warrant tiie 
interest of every citizen of the south in the 
support of the conservation and replacement 
of southern forests. The appeal is particn- 
larly strong to Georgians.

Forest Fire Costs. 


Forest fires cost Georgia every year more 
than a mniillion dollars. and yet we have 
begged the legislature to give us some proe- 
tection laws backed up by a state warden. 
We have a game and fish warden—very 
properly—and we have a goal one. Are 
not the forests of Georgia as important? 

If Georgia would now plant just 40.000 
acres in vellow pine seedlings it could, 
nnder proper forettiy management, reap 
two crops and have a third one well on 
the wav before New York can begin to 
realize from its plant of 35,000,000 trees 
in 1927. This coneretelvy states the onpor- 
tunity which Georgia has for reaping a 
great harvest throuch the use of lands that 
are now non-produective. 

Especial attention shoutd be called toe the 
opportunity for the manrfacture of pulp. 
We are brring pulp in Sweden: likewise 
buying newsprint paper in that country be- 
cause we can get it cheaper than at home. 
The reason we can get it cheaper ia De- 
enuse we have wested our own resources, 
The result is economically unsound and the 
remedy for it is in our hands. It is a wise 
economic policy to import raw material te 
conserve our own resources of that char- 
acter which does not reproduce. It is quite 
as unwise to import raw materials of that 
character which does reproduce as in the 
case of timber. 

With an ample supply of timber. there 
is no reason why Georgta should not De- 
come the banner paper manufacturing state 
in the union. 

What can be Cone by private enterprise, 
where state legislation is favorable, is il- 
lustrated by ‘the history of tree vlanting In 
Pennsylvania which was one of the first of 
the northern states to attempt refuresta- 
tion. The first planting of 1.000 trees in 
Pennsylvania was made by the state in 
1899, and, with the exception of 1901, state 
plantings have been made in each subse- 
quent year. Private plantings were not 
undertaken wntil 1910, when 1.092.213 trees 
were pianted bv the state and 66.374 in 
private plantings. The maximum state 
plantings, amounting to 6.033.700, were 
made in 1918, since which time state plant- 
ings have declined to 424.380 in 1924. while 
private plantings have steadily increased 
and amounted to 8.577.464 tn 1924. No bet- 
ter evidence is needed of the fact that. un- 
der encouraging tax and fire legislation, 
reforestation is attractive to private eanpital, 
Governor Pinchot has been a great factor 
in Pennsrlivania’s remarkable showing, 

Quick Action Necessary. 

If economie advantaces @re to be pre 
served and if the wreat Inombering ane 
woodworking industries npon which many 
thousands of sonthern people are dependent 
nre to be maintained and exnanded, imme. 
diate action is necessary. It will not he 
enough merely to protect growing timber 
and assure reproduction on existing forest 
lands. Thousands of denuded scres in every 
southern state must he restocked with tim- 
ber the planting of millions of trees. 

Will the Georgia legislature arise to tte 
opportunity this yvear and meet this de, 
mand by at least stubilizing a forestry 
policy? Will it establish a working. going, 
properly functioning state denartment—not 
in name only but in fact—as a development 
factor in a bread-guagced_ reconstructior 
program? It will not take mtch moner. 
It will pave vearly cash dividends of del- 
lars for every dime actually invested ig 
It is «a crisis. What shall the 
answer be? I shail twin you in going 
fore the assembly and in pleadiag for ade- 
auate forestry legislation of a healthy, con- 
structive nature.

Our elders should have 
taught us to speak correctly from 
childhood—they should have rec- 
ognized the advantages of correct 
expression of thought. 
But here we are, practicing the 
same errors with children. We 
teach them good morals, but poor 
use of words is disregarded. They 
are taught not to use bad words, 
but seldom are they cautioned 
against using bad grammar.

Policies of $5,000 


Favored by Board "wisi 


A plan to protect every one of the 
408 members of the Atlanta police 
department with a $5.000 insurance 
policy was approved Wednesday night 
at a meeting of the police committee 
of city council, according to Coun- 
cilman Ed H. Inman, chairman. 

Premiums on the policies would be 
according to the plan, by money 
given by the city and funds taken 
from the policemen’s pay, much on 
the order of the pension system In 
effect in the fire denartment.
